Convention Memories and Impressions 


From Dan Sherman 

As most of those at the convention were aware, I am 
new to the Society; I became a member in February 
2018. My decision to join was the result of a paper 

I was writing. I am engaged in writing a series of 
articles on the Stereograph in Mid-Nineteenth Century 
America. As part of this endeavor I choose to include 

a statement regarding the Stereopticon. Although there 
is no connection between the Stereopticon and the 
Stereograph, there is confusion associated with these 
terms. As a result of this action, that was intended to 

be a paragraph or two, I got caught-up in a study of the 
Stereopticon and why a Magic Lantern was given such 
an odd name, one that speaks of stereoscopy where 
none exists. With the paper on the stereopticon basically 
finished, after a fair amount of academic research; I now 
felt the need to become part of a group that went beyond 
just academic involvement with the magic lantern, one 
that also had actual physical contact with them, one that 
knew and understood precisely how they were used. On 
becoming a member, two long time members reviewed 
my paper and made various comments. Using their 
comments and suggestions I began to modify my paper. 


Then came the convention in Victoria, B.C. After 

an extended weekend of watching Magic Lantern 
presentations, talking to Magic Lantern experts and

Dear Victor 


The usual way is to use a scanner with 
transparency hood, such as the latest 
incarnation of the Epson Perfection, though 
there are several others by other makers that 
are similar. You can scan them at a very high 
definition if you need to. The need would 
depend on your intended use for the scans. If 
just for use on the Internet, 300 dpi would be 
fine, but if you wish to make copies that you 
can project on to a large screen you might 
need higher definition. 


I hope that helps, but if you need further 
assistance do get back to me.

together a standard Edison screw-type 
holder into it - hence the ratty wiring 
and insulation tape! Now is the time to 
make a decision about upgrading the 
illuminant. The performance 
would be far better with a 
correct type of lamp. You 
could either obtain the 
original type lamp holder for 
the Bausch & Lomb (one of 
our members may have one) and then 
locating the original type bulb to fit 
it (I probably have one) or you could 
consider upgrading to quartz-halogen 
or LED illuminants. Either of these 
would run much cooler that the old 
lamp and be far better for the slides.
